The reference discloses the claimed compound wherein one of 
E and X is CH=CH and the other is absent, Z is OH, R 5 is methyl 
and R^R 4 , R 6 , R 7 and Y are hydrogen. Note the compound in column 
21, lines 30 to 41, left-hand side. 
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Claims 1 and 7 to 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Kidwai et al . (Chemical Abstracts, 
115:29162, 1991) , cited. 

The reference discloses the claimed compound where X is NH, 
E is absent, R 1 and R 2 form a fused aromatic ring, R 5 is methyl 
and R 3 , R 4 , R 6 , R 7 , Y and Z are hydrogen. Note the abstract and 
Registry Number 121113-05-1. 

Claims 1 and 7 to 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Hahn et al . (Chemical Abstracts, 66:75925, 
1967), cited. 

The reference discloses the claimed compounds where X is NR 8 
where R 8 is hydrogen or C 2 -alkyl that is substituted by 
carboxylic acid, E is absent, R 1 and R 2 form a fused aromatic 
ring and R 3 -R 7 , Y and Z are hydrogen. Note the abstract and 
Registry Numbers 13624-03-8 and 13799-48-9. 

Claims 2 to 6 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in 
independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

Claims 11 to 30 are allowed.
